Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  herewith  submit  to  you  the  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  1934. 

There  has  again  been  a  small  natural  decrease,  i.e.,  excess  of 
deaths  over  births  of  56. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  the 
middle  of  1934,  is  30,050,  or  110  less  than  last  year. 

The  birth  rate,  11T  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  while  the  death 
rate,  10' 1,  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  1933. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases,  nothing  in  the  nature  of  an 
epidemic  was  experienced.  Scarlet  Fever,  with  approximately  the 
same  number  of  cases  as  in  1933,  is  somewhat  higher  than  the 
average.  There  was  also  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
Diphtheria  notifications,  but  these  included  a  very  large  number 
that  were  diagnosed  on  bacteriological  grounds  only. 

No  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Local  Authority,  but  Slum 
Clearance,  Ltd.  built  12  more  houses  on  the  Windmill  Estate,  and 
104  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

The  purchase  by  the  Council  of  the  Brewery  Well  is  alluded 
to  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

I  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  given  me  by 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee,  and  in  addition  to  my 
own,  by  all  Departments  of  the  Corporation.

As  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  the  town  is  mainly  residential 
in  character,  there  being  only  three  factories  of  any  size.  It  caters 
chiefly  for  visitors  and  those  who  come  to  the  Spa  for  medical  treat¬ 
ment. 

At  the  Pump  Rooms  the  number  of  patients  treated  was 
approximately  the  same  as  in  1933.  The  swimming  baths  had  a 
record  year,  the  turnstile  figures  being  109,907  or  4,295  more 
than  last  year.  The  small  swimming  bath  was  kept  open  the  whole 
winter,  and  the  attendance  was  satisfactory,  the  weekly  average 
number  of  persons  using  the  bath  being  550.

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MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  Marriages  during  the  year  was  192.  This 
includes  all  marriages  in  the  Churches  and  all  marriages  in  the 
Chapels  having  an  authorised  parson ;  but  with  regard  to  marriages 
registered  by  the  Registrar,  only  including  those  where  one  of  the 
contracting  parties  resided  in  Leamington.  If  we  could  claim  them 
all,  the  marriage  rate  would  be  6*3  per  1,000  living. 

DEATHS.  -  ^ 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1934 
was  416.  Of  these,  108  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  84  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  392,  giving  a  Death-rate  of  13*0  per 
1,000. 

The  necessity  for  the  correction  of  the  Death-rate  according  to 
the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  is  a  matter  of  some 
importance.  The  Registrar- General  has  provided  the  “  Standard¬ 
izing  Factor”  based  on  the  census  of  1931,  and  which  he  estimates 
at  *78.  The  corrected  death-rate  is  therefore  10’  1-

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

Detailed  information  was  given  regarding  these  services  in  the 
annual  report  for  1930. 

(1)  MIDWIVES. 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council.  During  the  year  there  were  7  qualified  Midwives  practising 
in  the  town  and,  in  addition,  there  were  12  Nurses  connected  to 
various  Nursing  Homes  holding  the  C.M.B.  Certificate,  who 
attended  occasional  cases. 

(2)  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  was  one  death  during  the  year  in  consequence  of 
child-birth. 

The  cause  of  death  was  notified  as :  — 

Pulmonary  Thrombosis. 

Rupture  of  Uterus. 

Haemorrhage  into  Abdomen  during  Child-birth. 

(3)  Children  of  1  to  5  years  of  age  can  be  brought  to  the  Weekly 
Session  held  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  The  children  who 
attend  the  Clinic  (and  all  others  as  far  as  possible)  are  regularly 
visited  up  to  the  time  of  school  age  at  least  once  a  quarter  during 
the  third  year,  and  twice  a  year  during  the  fourth  and  fifth  year. 
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(4)  ORTHOPAEDIC  TREA  TMENT. 

Up  to  the  present,  no  special  provision  has  been  made  by  the 
Local  Authority  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases,  but  those  that  are 
discovered  are  sent  for  treatment  to  the  Warneford  Hospital.  Cases 
of  early  rickets  are  treated  at  the  Council’s  Ultra-Violet  Light 
Clinic,  and  cod  liver  oil,  splints,  and  surgical  boots  and  irons  pro¬ 
vided  for  necessitous  cases  free  of  cost. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES . 

In  1934,  including  the  Warneford  Hospital,  there,  were  11 
nursing  homes  on  the  register,  of  which  2  were  for  maternity  cases 
only,  and  4  for  medical  cases  only. 

One  new  application  was  made  for  registration,  and  one  was 
removed  to  another  house  in  the  same  road. 

Periodical  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  and  all  proved  satis¬ 
factory. 

Certificates  for  exemption  from  registration  were  granted  to  the 
Home  for  Incurables  and  Sunshine  Home  for  Blind  Babies. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  is  nothing  special  to  report  in  reference  to  these  during 
1934. 

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION  (under  Part  I.  of  the  Children’s 
Act,  1908,  as  amended  by  the  Children  and  Young  Persons’ 
Act,  1932). 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Register  who  were  nursing 
children  for  reward  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  7.  No  deaths 
occurred. 

During  the  year,  5  persons  notified  that  they  had  undertaken 
the  charge  of  children,  but  2  of  these  were  transferred  to  other 
districts.  2  others  were  transferred  to  their  own  parents,  2  others 
were  transferred  to  Warwick  Infirmary,  and  1  child  was  legally 
adopted. 

The  number  of  Infant  Protection  Visitors  was  2,  both  of  whom 
are  Health  Visitors  of  the  Local  Authority. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  no 
sanction  was  given  by  the  Local  Authority  under  Section  3  of  the 
Act  of  1908. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Water  supply  of  the  town  has  in  the  past  been  derived  from 
two  sources,  (a)  The  Lillington  Well  on  the  Rugby  Road,  and, 
(b)  The  CampionTerrace  Well,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from 
the  centre  of  the  town. 

A  detailed  description  of  these  wells  was  included  in  the  report 
for  1925. 

Samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  quarterly  and  all  proved  satisfactory,  though  as  obtains 
throughout  a  great  part  of  Warwickshire  the  degree  of  hardness  was 
very  high. 

The  necessity  for  augmenting  the  water  supply  of  the  town  led 
the  Council  during  the  year  to  purchase  the  site  of  the  Leamington 
Brewery,  on  which  there  is  a  well  capable  of  producing,  under 
existing  circumstances,  a  quarter  of  a  million  gallons  per  diem.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  amount  may  be  considerably  increased  by  the 
driving  of  new  headings.  Only  intermittent  use  was  made  of  the 
water  from  this  source  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  but  analysis 
proved  it  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

For  the  distribution  of  the  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes, 
some  45  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid.  During  the  year  a  further 
2230  yards  of  new  town  water  mains  have  been  laid,  and,  in  addition, 
493  yards  of  river  water  mains.

For  some  years  there  has  been  very  little  yearly  variation  in 
the  amount  of  daily  consumption  of  water  per  head.  For  1934  the 
consumption  was  2 7‘35  gallons  per  head  as  against  28’00  in  1933. 

In  addition,  river  water  to  the  amount  of  2’40  gallons  per  head 
was  supplied  to  residents  or,  including  that  to  Railway  Companies, 
4’41  gallons  per  head.

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RIVERS. 

The  River  Leam,  which  runs  through  the  middle  of  the  town, 
rises  in  Northamptonshire  and  is  joined  by  the  Itchen  near  Marton, 
passes  through  Offchurch  and  Leamington,  and  joins  the  Avon 
between  the  Portobello  and  Warwick  Bridges.  The  river  Avon 
forms  the  western  boundary  of  the  town  for  a  little  over  half-a-mile. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

A  full  report  of  the  New  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  which  is  by 
means  of  Settlement  Tanks  and  Filters  on  land  at  Heathcote,  which 
was  begun  in  July,  1927,  and  completed  in  December,  1928,  was 
contained  in  the  report  for  1929.  During  the  year,  the  general 
character  of  the  sewage  effluent  was  satisfactory,  and  no  complaints 
were  received.

The  premises  have  been  kept  reasonably  clean  and  the  local  butchers 
have  given  your  Inspectors  every  assistance  in  the  detection  of 
diseased,  unsound,  and  unwholesome  food  by  reporting  any  abnormal 
conditions  found.  It  has  been  unnecessary  to  take  legal  proceedings 
against  any  of  the  butchers,  as  all  diseased  and  unsound  meat  has 
been  surrendered  voluntarily. 

All  necessary  precautions  have  been  taken  to  guard  against 
contamination  of  meat  and  other  foods  by  dust,  dirt,  or  flies,  etc. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1934,  and  made 
important  changes  in  the  law  relating  to  the  slaughter  of  animals  in 
Slaughter  Houses  and  Knackers’  Yards,  and  to  the  licensing  of 
Slaughtermen. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  the  Act,  the 
Council  adopted  a  resolution  whereby  from  the  1st  January,  1934, 
Section  1  should  also  apply  to  sheep,  ewes,  wethers,  rams  and  lambs. 
(Section  1  provides  that  animals  in  slaughter  houses  and  knackers’ 
yards  are  to  be  stunned  before  slaughter,  and  that  the  stunning  shall 
be  by  a  mechanically-operated  instrument,  which  is  defined  to  include 
an  electrical  instrument.) 

Section  3  provides  that  no  animal  shall  be  slaughtered  in  a 
slaughter  house  or  knackers’  yard  by  any  person  who  is  not  the 
holder  of  a  licence  granted  by  the  Local  Authority.  52  licences 
were  granted  during  the  year.  In  every  case  the  applicant  satisfied 
your  inspectors  that  he  was  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  hold  such  a 
licence.

Of  the  54  samples  of  Milk  taken,  43  were  found  to  be  genuine, 
free  from  preservative,  artificial  colouring  matter  and  excessive 
amount  of  extraneous  dirt. 
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One  vendor  was  prosecuted  for  selling  Milk  adulterated  with 
22%  of  added  water.  He  was  fined  £S  and  6  guineas  costs. 

Another  vendor  and  a  producer  appeared  before  your  Com¬ 
mittee  for  selling  Milk  containing  2*5%  of  added  water.  Both  were 
cautioned. 

One  informal  sample  of  Milk  was  deficient  of  23%  of  fat,  and 
one  informal  sample  contained  11%  of  added  water.  Both  these 
samples  were  followed  up  at  once  with  formal  samples,  but  the  latter 
were  found  to  be  genuine  in  each  case. 

All  the  samples  of  Cream  were  genuine  and  free  from 
preservative.  The  fat  contents  varied  from  28%  to  64%.  The 
tinned  Cream  had  a  fat  content  of  26%. 

Two  samples  of  Sausage  contained  preservative,  but  the 
amount  was  well  within  the  limit  allowed  by  the  Act,  and  a 
Declaration  by  means  of  a  notice  displayed  in  the  shop  was  made 
in  each  case. 

The  moisture  contents  of  Margarine  varied  from  11*5%  to 
13*9%,  and  the  fat  contents  of  Cheese  were  between  53%  and  61*5%. 

The  percentage  of  samples  adulterated  to  those  submitted  was 
8*3%.  This  figure  is  higher  than  usual  on  account  of  the  number  of 
adulterated  samples  taken  in  connection  with  the  prosecution  referred 
to  above.  This  also  affected  the  average  composition  of  Milk  for 
the  September  and  December  quarters.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT, 

1919. 

During  National  Rat  Week,  November  5th  to  10th,  and  the 
week  following,  the  usual  work  was  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

Three  notices  were  inserted  in  the  local  press  directing  attention 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  and  a 
number  of  the  large  posters  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  were  displayed  in  different  parts  of  the  town  and  on 
the  Corporation  scavenging  and  other  vehicles.  Leaflets  were 
distributed  to  occupiers  of  places  where  rats  were  suspected  to  be 
harbouring.  Several  complaints  were  investigated  and  dealt  with 
by  baiting  or  other  means  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspectors 
under  the  Act.  Where  it  was  found  that  drains  were  faulty  these 
were  re-laid  or  otherwise  reconstructed  and  made  sound. 

In  the  sewers  2,137  baits  were  laid  in  the  manholes.  Upon 
re-inspection  it  was  found  that  836  baits  had  been  taken,  or  39%  of 
those  laid.  Numerous  dead  rats  were  subsequently  found  on  the 
screens  at  the  sewage  pumping  station.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

During  1934,  116  houses  were  built  in  the  town.  Of  these,  104 
were  erected  by  private  enterprise,  and  12  by  Slum  Clearance  Ltd., 
who  now  own  84  houses  and  flats. 

Negotiations  were  entered  into  by  the  Corporation  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  further  land  on  the  Shrubland  Hall  Estate  with  a  view  to 
the  erection  of  some  more  Council  Houses  at  an  early  date. 

During  the  year  a  survey  was  made  of  basements  of  houses  let 
as  separate  tenements.  • 

70  of  them  were  discovered  occupied  by  217  persons.  Closing 
orders  were  made  on  6  of  them,  and  undertakings  not  to  re-let  for 
human  habitation  were  accepted  in  5  cases. 

The  remainder  of  them  will  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as  alternative 
accommodation  can  be  provided. 

At  the  end  of  1933,  there  were  11  houses  classified  as  unfit. 
On  4  of  these  demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  and  2  were 
demolished,  and  an  undertaking  not  to  re-let  was  accepted  in  the 
case  of  another.  In  addition  two  were  pulled  down  following  orders 
made  in  the  previous  year. 

Furthermore,  3  houses  were  found  in  an  unfit  state  for  human 
habitation.  In  2  cases  undertakings  were  given  and  accepted  not  to 
re-let,  and  in  one  the  house  was  re-conditioned  by  the  owner  at  what 
appeared  to  be  an  unreasonable  cost.

PNEUMONIA. — During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1934,

— 2  notifi¬ 
cations  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  received,  and  10  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia. 

Chicken  Pox. — The  number  of  cases  was  82.  Epidemic 
years  of  this  disease  have  been  1915,  1918,  especially  1924  and  1927. 

Mumps. — 85  cases  were  reported.  Two  years  particularly 
stand  out  when  this  disease  was  particularly  prevalent,  viz.,  1914, 
when  592  cases  were  notified,  and  1925,  when  there  were  447  cases.

WARWICK  JOINT  HOSPITAL  BOARD. 

During  the  year,  344  cases  were  admitted  to  Heathcote  Hospital 
which,  with  49  remaining  in  Hospital  on  January  1st,  1934,  made 
393  cases  under  treatment  during  the  year.  The  average  number  of 
admissions  for  the  last  14  years  has  been  153,  so  that  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  was  considerably  above  the  average. 

Apart  from  the  area  served  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  43 
cases  were  admitted  from  Rugby  and  1  from  Coventry.

Of  the  cases  notified  this  year,  13  have  died  and  13  remain 
under  observation. 


Control  of  Tuberculosis. — Our  work  continues  to  be  of 
the  same  character  as  in  past  years.  Sputum  flasks  and  disin¬ 
fectants  are  supplied  on  application,  and  the  disinfection  of 
premises  is  carried  out  whenever  a  patient  dies  or  removes  to 
another  house. 


Treatment. — This  work  comes  principally  under  the  County 
Scheme.  10  (8  males  and  2  females)  cases  have  been  sent  to 
Hertford  Hill  Sanatorium  and  3  other  patients  were  treated  at  the 
Warneford  Hospital,  1  at  Warwick  Infirmary,  and  1  male  at  the 
Naval  Hospital,  Plymouth,  where  he  died. 


As  in  previous  years,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  Cyriax)  for  his  kindness  and  help,  more 
especially  in  the  examination  of  suspected  cases  among  School 
Children. 

253  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health 
Visitors.  14  cases  were  notified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  4 
other  cases  notified  during  1934  were  attending  the  Dispensary.

DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES,  BEDDING,  ETC. 

PREMISES. — The  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  after 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  any  other 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  where  the  medical  practitioner 
especially  desires  disinfection.  Also  after  deaths  from  notifiable  and 
non-notifiable  diseases  and  other  cases  if  deemed  necessary. 

The  two  main  methods  adopted  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms  are 
by  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants.  As  to  which  method  is  used  is 
a  matter  of  expediency. 

Formalin  gas  is  used  for  the  former  and  for  liquid  disinfection 
a  formalin  spray  is  used. 

Clothing. — This  is  carried  out  at  the  Corporation  Disinfecting 
Station.  Infected  clothing,  etc.,  is  removed  by  a  special  van  before 
the  disinfection  of  the  premises. 

A  Washington-Lyons  disinfecting  apparatus  is  used  for  this 
work.  Leather  goods,  etc.,  which  do  not  stand  disinfection  by  steam, 
are  set  aside  and  treated  either  by  the  gaseous  method  or  the  formalin 
spray.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

In  spite  of  the  decreasing  birth  rate,  the  number  of  attendances 
at  the  Clinic  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  The  total  number  of  infants 
and  toddlers  seen  during  the  year  was  351.  Of  these,  199  were  born 
in  1934,  representing  59%  of  all  births  in  the  town.  Weighings 
numbered  4,405  giving  an  average  of  88  children  weighed  weekly. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  by  all  children  under  5  years 
of  age  was  5,761,  giving  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  115. 

761  treatments  were  given  for  minor  ailments,  etc. 

27  women  and  26  children  under  school  age  received  ultra¬ 
violet  light  treatment. 

Possibly  owing  to  the  extraordinarily  fine  Summer  and  mild 
Winter,  the  attendances  were  not  so  good  as  last  year,  and  in 
consequence  a  number  of  Patients  failed  to  complete  a  full  course  of 
treatment.  Among  those  who  attended  regularly  definite  improve¬ 
ment  was  noted  in  14  women  and  10  children. 

VISITING. 

During  the  year,  2,930  visits  were  paid  to  310  babies,  and  3,888 
to  children  between  the  age  of  1  and  5  years,  and  also  1,235  other 
visits. 

The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following : — 
Breast  fed,  208  ;  partly  breast  fed,  71  ;  and  bottle  fed,  43. 

2  children  survived  only  24  hours;  13  were  stillborn,  and  35 
were  not  visited. 

312  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers. 

Of  336  births  reported,  56  were  attended  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners,  and  280  by  Midwives.

As  regards  children  from  2  years  old  up  to  school  age  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  whereby  they  are  visited  quarterly  during 
the  3rd  and  4th  years  and  twice  during  the  5th  year. 

INFANT  FEEDING. 

As  empowered  by  the  Milk  (Mothers’  and  Children’s)  Order, 
the  Council  has  continued  to  supply  Milk  on  special  terms. 

A  scale  of  income,  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has 
been  drawn  up  for  the  free  distribution,  or  sale  at  reduced  price,  of 
dried  Milk,  and  under  this  arrangement,  1,662  lbs.  have  been 
sold  at  cost  price  and  826  lbs.  have  been  given  away  free. 

Under  the  above  Order,  also,  the  Council  made  arrangements 
to  give  dinners  to  poor  expectant  mothers,  and  247  dinners 
in  27  cases  have  been  so  provided. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  again  due  to  those 
ladies  who  have  assisted  voluntarily  at  the  Clinic,  as  without  their 
help  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  attend  to  the  numbers  that 
had  to  be  dealt  with,  and  also  to  those  who  generously  subscribed 
to  the  funds  of  the  Infant  Health  Society. 

MATERNITY  CASES. 

Under  the  arrangement  entered  into  between  the  Council  and 
the  Warneford  Hospital,  whereby  on  payment  of  an  annual  fee, 
together  with  a  fixed  charge  per  head,  3  beds  are  retained  for 
maternity  cases,  48  women  were  admitted  for  confinement.  The 
number  is  far  in  excess  of  any  previous  year  since  the  Scheme  was 
put  into  operation.  The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  these 
cases  was  15  days.  As  suggested  in  the  Circular,  “  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  4,”  these  cases  are  confined  to  two  classes  :  (l)  Cases 
of  Difficult  Labour ;  (2)  Cases  of  Normal  Labour  where  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  of  opinion  that  the  home  conditions  are 
unsuitable. 

The  Ante-natal  Clinics  both  at  the  Health  Department  and  at 
the  Warneford  Hospital  have  been  well  attended.  A  report  from 
the  Hospital  Post-natal  Clinic  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  every  case  admitted  there  under  the  Corporation 
Maternity  Scheme. 
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METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT,  1934. 

The  taking  and  recording  of  Meteorological  conditions  in  the 
Borough  has  been  continued  morning  and  evening  throughout  the 
year.  The  following  instruments  are  in  use  : —

(1)  A  Standard  Fortin  Barometer.

(8)  One  8in.  Rain  Guage  (Meteorological  Office  Pattern)  with 

Measuring  Glass. 

(9)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  1  foot. 

(10)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  4  feet. 


The  Station  is  recognised  by  the  Meteorological  Office.  A 
monthly  report  was  sent  throughout  the  year,  and  evening  reports 
were  sent  by  telegram.  On  Sundays  the  report  is  telephoned  to 
Birmingham,  and  then  telegraphed  from  there  to  London. 


EXTREMES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

BAROMETER. — The  highest  reading  (corrected  to  32°  F. 
and  Mean  Sea  Level)  was  30*97  on  15th  February.  The  lowest 
reading  was  28*67  on  15th  December. 
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TEMPERATURE. — The  highest  temperature  recorded  in 
the  shade  during  the  year  was  86°  on  the  10th  and  11th  July, 
and  the  absolute  minimum  was  22°  on  21st  January.  The  mean 
maximum  for  the  year  was  58'0  and  the  mean  minimum  for  the 
year  43*2. 

SUNSHINE. — As  will  be  seen  from  Table  XIII.,  there  were 
1385*8  hours  of  bright  sunshine  during  the  year.  This  gives  a  daily 
average  of  3*8  hours.  The  maximum  sunshine  for  one  day  was 
15*4  hours  on  8th  July.  The  month  yielding  the  most  sunshine 
was  July,  with  247’8  hours,  a  daily  mean  of  8*0  hours. 

RAINFALL. — During  the  year  21*45  inches  of  rain  fell, 
distributed  over  154  days.  The  wettest  month  during  1934  was 
December  with  4*30  inches,  which  were  distributed  over  25  days. 
February  was  the  driest  month,  with  only  0*37  in.  of  rain,  which 
was  distributed  over  3  days. 

MONTHLY  NOTES. 

JANUARY.— The  maximum  temperature  was  56°  on  the  17th, 
and  the  minimum  was  22°  on  the  21st.  The  lowest  daily  maximum 
was  37°  on  the  29th,  and  the  highest  daily  minimum  was  48°  on 
the  18th.  20  ground  frosts  were  registered  during  the  month.  The 

total  rainfall  for  the  month  was  1*57  ins.,  distributed  over  13  days. 
The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  A  gale  occurred  on  the  night 
of  the  7th. 

FEBRUARY. — The  maximum  and  minimum  shade  tempera¬ 
tures  were  53°  on  the  22nd,  and  25°  on  the  15th  respectively. 
The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  36°  on  the  23rd  and  26th,  and  the 
highest  minimum  39°  on  the  5th,  8th  and  21st.  The  total  rainfall 
was  0*37  ins.,  distributed  over  3  days.  This  was  the  driest  month 
of  the  year.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  There  were  23 
ground  frosts.  Sleet  fell  on  the  27th. 

MARCH. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month 
was  60°  on  the  25th,  and  the  minimum  was  25°  on  the  1st.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  44°  on  the  6th,  and  the  highest 
daily  minimum  was  42°  on  the  5th.  Rain  fell  on  17  days,  amount¬ 
ing  to  1*48  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  There 
were  20  ground  frosts. 
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APRIL. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  73°  on  the 
15th,  and  the  minimum  was  28°  on  the  8th.  The  lowest  maximum 
was  44°  on  the  9th,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  50°  on  the  12th. 
Rain  fell  on  15  days,  and  totalled  2*34  ins.  The  prevailing  wind 
was  south-west.  Thunder  was  heard  on  the  28th.  Hail  occurred 
on  the  24th,  and  slight  snow  fell  on  the  6th. 

MAY. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month  was 
79°  on  the  12th.  The  lowest  temperature  was  33°  on  the  17th. 
Rain  fell  on  8  days,  and  totalled  0*73  inches.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  53°  on  the  16th,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  53° 
on  the  3rd.  The  prevailing  wind  was  north-west.  195*2  hours  of 
bright  sunshine  were  recorded,  giving  a  daily  average  of  6*3  hours. 
There  were  3  ground  frosts. 

JUNE. — This  month  yielded  176*4  hours  of  sunshine.  Rain 
fell  on  12  days,  and  totalled  1*06  inches.  The  maximum  shade 
temperature  for  the  month  was  83°  on  the  17th,  and  the  minimum 
46°  on  the  3rd,  4th,  6th,  12th,  13th  and  21st.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  58°  on  the  24th,  and  the  highest  daily  minimum  was 
60°  on  the  16th.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  Thunder 
and  lightning  occurred  on  the  25th  and  28th,  with  hail  on  the  latter 
date. 

JULY. — -The  maximum  temperature  was  86°  on  the  10th  and 
11th.  The  minimum  was  49°  on  the  15th  and  25th.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  68°  on  the  24th  and  27th,  and  the  highest  minimum 
was  62°  on  the  12th.  Sunshine  recorded  during  the  month  was 
247*8  hours  giving  a  daily  average  of  8*0  hours.  This  was  the 
sunniest  month  of  the  year.  Rain  fell  on  9  days,  and  totalled  3*54 
inches,  of  this  2*10  inches  fell  on  the  13th,  this  being  a  record  fall 
for  24  hours.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  Thunderstorms 
occurred  on  the  13th,  18th  and  24th. 

AUGUST. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  77°  on  the 
18th,  and  the  minimum  was  38°  on  the  31st.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  62°  on  the  29th,  and  the  highest  minimum  60°  on  the 
9th.  There  were  161*3  hours  of  bright  sunshine  during  the  month. 
The  rainfall  was  1*66  ins.,  distributed  over  13  days.  The  prevailing 
wind  was  south-west. 
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SEPTEMBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  81° 
on  the  15th  and  16th.  The  minimum  shade  temperature  was  39° 
on  the  2nd  and  22nd.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  61°  on  the 
21st,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  62°  on  the  8th.  The  amount  of 
bright  sunshine  recorded  for  the  month  was  148’8  hours.  1*69  ins. 
of  rain  fell  and  was  distributed  over  11  days.  The  prevailing  wind 
was  south-west.  1  ground  frost  was  recorded.  Thunder  and 
lightning  occurred  on  the  15th. 

OCTOBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  69°  on 
the  7th,  and  the  minimum  25°  on  the  31st.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  37°  on  the  31st,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  56° 
on  the  1st.  81‘2  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded  during  the  month. 
The  rainfall  was  1*24  ins.,  and  distributed  over  16  days.  The  pre¬ 
vailing  wind  was  south-west.  A  thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  15th, 
with  hail  and  sleet.  Snow  fell  on  the  31st. 

NOVEMBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  registered 
during  the  month  was  54°  on  the  3rd,  and  the  minimum  was  27°  on 
the  1st.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  43°  on  the  1st  and  7th, 
and  the  highest  minimum  48°  on  the  28th.  Rain  fell  on  12  days, 
and  totalled  1*47  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  14 
ground  frosts  were  registered. 

DECEMBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  57° 
on  the  3rd,  and  the  minimum  31°  on  the  21st.  The  lowest  daily 
maximum  was  41°  on  the  21st,  and  the  highest  daily  minimum  52° 
on  the  9th.  The  total  rainfall  was  4'30  ins.,  and  fell  on  25  days. 
This  was  the  wettest  month  of  the  year.  The  prevailing  wind  was 
south-west.  8  ground  frosts  were  recorded.
